Faith, which was once deliver'd to the Saints, and 
from Luke 21. 24. We think it at leaft not impro- 
bable, that the Holy City thall be Rebuilt, and the 
Jerufalem which is Below, become in an Inferior 
Sentfe the Mother of us all; of all thofe who fhall be 
living in that Happy Interval. 

And ¢his Expofition we ground, upon the Eafy 
and Natural Figure made ufe of in it, upon the Ab- 
furdities deducible from the Literal Interpretation, 
upon the harmonjous completion, which it gives to 
the ultimate intention of thofe noble Defcriptions, of 
thoie engaging Prophefies,to be met with in the Pro-

A Promife of a Refurrection to a Life ot 
Sente, toan Earthly Inheritance, is inconfiftent with 
the Spiritual Nature of Chriftianicy, with the Pur- 
port of its more alluring Promifes ; and contains a 
Doctrine Worthy, of a Mo/es, thall we fay, who 
abounds in Temporal Promifes ? No; of a Maho- 
met, of a Senfual Mahomet. Since therefore rhat 

rand Impoftor parch’d up his Religion out of the 

hriftian and the Jewifh, it may be no improbable 
Conjecture to {uppofe, that from rhe Dodttrine of 
the Millennaries he took the firft draught of his 
juftly exploded Paradife. 

Tho’ the Millennaries found their Opinion upon 
feveral Texts. of Scripture, yet fince they look upon 
this Paflage in the Revelations as their ftrongeft Fort; 
the Different, but yet Natural, Inrerpretation, we 
have given this, will ( we hope) be thought fuffi- 
cient. 

But the Modern Millennaries lay claim to the ge- 
neral Suffrage of Antiquity. Bur that it was acon- 
troverted Point among the Ancients, we may gather 
from Fuftin Martyr and Irenaeus, great Sticklers for 
the Doctrine ; from Origen and Eufebius, great Op- 
ee of it. But for any one to be convinc'd of this, 

e need no more than read that noted Occurrence 
berween Dionyfius of Alexandria and Nepos an Egyp- 
tian Bifhop. 

But the Modern Mi/ennaries fhou'd not too much 
infift upon the Suffrage of ‘the Ancients, fince they 
differ from them, as in ofherthings, fo in a very 
Marerial Point ; namely, in the Extent of the Re- 
furrection {pecified. 

As tor Ireneus’s Tradition from St. Fohn, it is ea- 
fily confured, in that it is deliver’d in a manner too 
ridiculoys to be depended on, and is alfo on the fame 
foot with andther Tradition. not admiuned by the 
very Millennaries them{elves, 

Nor can we rely on Papias ( tho’ Cotemporary 
with St. Fobn ) fince thro’ the meanefs ef his Judg- 
ment he had never any Authority in the Church.

For if you 
buy one Penny-worth of Eggs ar two per Penny, 
and another ar 3, you may indeed fell the whole 5 
for two Pence, but then there are 3 Eggs on one 
hand, and bur rwo on the other, whereas in the In- 
ftance you propofe there is an equal Number 
{namely 120) on both hands.

mands, are thereupon return’d to Presburg. And that 
Prince Ragotsky having held a Diet at Eylar, Few De. 
puties came thither, and moft them that did meet, their 
Inclinations were for Peace. The Malecontents upon 
their making an Incurfion into Moravia, and the Impe. 
rialifts quitting Scalitz, they immediately put a Garri- 
fon into the fame ; And Oskay their Genera] defigns to 
make a turrher Irruption into the Country. Count A\l- 
theim is now at Dretden, and is to fet a New Treaty 
on Fogt with King Aaguftus for 3000 Saxon Horfle, 
whicw are defign’d tar the Upper Rhine. The Affairs 
of Hamburgh are towards a Conclufion, and ‘tis hap'd 
the Danifh Troops will be ordered hither ; but @he 
Meath of Count Astelt who commanded them, if is 
tear'd, will give fome ftop to theic March, by rea- 
fon they mult wait for the King of Denmark’s Plea- 
fure, who fhall fupply that Generals place, infomuch 
that this will for fome time not:only prevent the Upera- 
tions in Hungary; butlikewife give the Malecontents the 
advantage ot gathering ftrength upon it. And the Tet. 
ters from Vienna of June the 12th mention, Thata Par- 
ty of Malecontents between.4 and 590 advancing to,the 
Neighbouring Meadows of Altembourg, took away 
molt ot the Sheep and Oxen they found there, but the 
Governour having notice thereof, detacht Capt Seveck 
of an Hannover Regiment with 350, Horie to puriug 
them, but unhappily falling into an-Ambnfh of 4000 of 
the Enemy, they were all cut off, bur 410, who to fave 
themlelves fwam over the Danube ; the Captain with 
one Soldier toughthis way tnrough the Enemy, and canie 
to Altembourg with eithteen wounds about him. lAthis 
A¢Mon the Hannoverians made a brave and retolute 
Kefiftance, whereby 4 or soo of the Fnemy were kil ed, 
‘They write from Barcelona May 29th That Count Sra- 
rembourg receiving an Pxpret; trom K. Charles of the 
Arrival ot the Confederate Fleet, came hither the 28 
fiom bis’: Camp at Francoli, “ho gavethe King ance 
a‘t Account how. Affairs ftood on that Side, and thathe 
had,*upoa Inzelligence of the Duke of Orleans marche 
ing along the Ebro-towards Tortola, tent 8co Foot 
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and 200 Horfe to reinforce the Miquelets, with Dire@j. 

- ons to Moleft them in their Mareh, which was fo fue. 
cefsfuliy performed, that it gave us not only time to pro, 
vide that Fortrefs with all things neceffa:y for a vigo. 
rous Defence,but likwile time to perfect the New Works 
that were begun. Since the Arrival of the Confederate 
Fleet and taking the Tartans laden with Provifions for 
the Dukewf Orleans Army, the Court appears not jg 
the leaft apprehenfive of the Enemy's Defigns; for by a 
Letter intercepted by a Party of the Garrifon of Tortg, 
za, trom a Commiflary of Valenciato the Duke of Oy. 
leans, it appears, that Provifions are {carcein his Cam 
and that the faid Commiffary notw ithftanding all hisAfe. 
thods he could think of, cou’d not ger Corn and Meal 
Sufficient for the Army for 3 days ; and that moft of che 
Country People who are cilafleéted to the French have 
betook themfelves and their Families with Provifions te 
the Mountains. The Prince of Heffle Darmftadt.is near 
Girone, watching the Motions of the Dnke of Noialles 
whofe Army iscomputed to be g0@0, and all Accounts 
agree that the Duke of Orleans his Army does not 
exceed 20600, That Major Gereral Stanhope, Fn- 
voy of Great Britain arriving here this day, reports that 
all the Troops defiga’d for Catalonia are ready for theiy 
Embarkment. And from Turin June the 5th, ‘tis faid 
that Count Taun is fuddenly to return from Naples to 
command the Imperial Forces, and all our Troops are 
moving in« rder tobegin the Campaign. The Prince of 
Wertcmberg has received his Commiffion as General of 
the Imperial Artillery,and by Orders he is to come to the 
Mozelie to act under Prince Eugene. From the Camp 
at Terbank June 27th. It is adviled, that both Armies 
are in their former Camps, but ’tis thought they will 
foon char ge their Stations, as well for the 4carcity of 
Forage as Prince Eugene’s Motions, who has jentan Exe 
preis chat all things are adjufted in relation tothe Pala. 
tine Troops, and that they, the Imperialifts, Heffians, 
Saxons, and orhers were on their March, and that hig 
Army wou'd be formed this day, and that his Highnefg 
defigns to be at Maftricht the beginning of the Next 
Month. On Monday Night Died the Lord Belhaven of 
a Fit of an Appoplexy, and Sir Stafford Fairbourn ig 
made Admiral ofthe White. which are all the moft
